The celebration of nnuther birthday of Confucius prompta the 
Foropean who intorests himself in the East and its ways to ask: 
Can Confuciaviam laat, or will it bo repliced by somothing elsc? 
Those who do not know the Far East have never, as a rale, 
troubled themee! ves to ask this qaestion, for they have airily agsumed 
that the eetabliahmeut of Christianity in China waa bat a work of 
time. Oo the other band, those who have even s muderate acquaint- 
ance with the things and the people of thie part of the world have 
only begun, eivce the Revolution, to dare to imagine a China denud- 
ed of the influence of ber great luw-giver. Hongkong people who, 
for years paat, have been rubbing shoulders with Chinese of evory 
rocial cla a have no room for illasions where thia wonderfal race ia 
concerned, and they do not believe either the beat or the worat that 
thoso who have not seen Ohina, or have only passed through as 
trippera, have said about her, It might ba added that neither do 
thoy belicva the best or the worst that her own people sonetimes 
say about her. 

China, o3 wo bave often remarked, cannot hope to shake off ber 
old castoms and traditions withont materially suffering thereby. 
Shoe drove out the Manolua, and though it is unfair to judge the 
Republio by its first four yeare of existence, it has to be admitted 
that her path bas been a much thornier one since she threw off her 
allagianca to the Imporial throu than it evor was before. Similarily, 
if ahe coald aa lightly sot aside her Confucianiam sud eapplent it 
immediately with some other ethical or religioua eyatem, her people 
could only expect an amount of trouble corresponding tothat which 
their change of political faith has brought upon them. Therois no 
evading the fact that whatever chonges come to China muat be made 
by very clow dogrees, unles: they arc to be attended by disacter. 
The foreign enthusiasts who ars.for robbing our neighboura 
atraightway of tho holiefa which their fathera fed on, 
seam to forget th:t tho Ohinere are not, o8 a 
race, what we Westerners shontd term o roligious or devotional 
people. Intellectaally they sro ablo to grasp tho theories of the 
highest form of religioa—Christianity—but it oan have bet little 
practical appeal to thom, save in quite isolated cases. Aesthetically 
they can appreciate o.g. the beauttea of the ritual of the Westera 
QOburch, jact aa, intellectually, they can enter into the intricacies of 
Wontern theology ; but the essrntial effacement of self, which is the 
Obrietion idea), is to them a matter of pure theory —or elae a !augh- 
ing stock. How should it be otherwise when their own groat 
teacher had so little to say about solf-absegation and pract wally 
argued that “it poid” to be virtuous? 

Ts has been said by European non-Christiaog that Christianity 
would be a fine thing if its followers lived up to it. But tho same 
may ba said of Confocianism, ur of any lofty ethical system. Tao 
Chineso who obeys to the lettor all that Confucius taught must be 
ae near perfect ag 6 human being can be, aa regards temperance, 
justice,-honesty and other “heathen virtues,” as theology terms 
them. Bat tho fly in the cintmont of course is that Confucianiam 
is only fer the edusated—in the Chinese sence ; the religion of the 
aneducated Chinese being nothing more thon childish superstition.

by depriving him ofa knowledge of his own olassics, we rob him 
of an intellectual greap of his own religion, Bat bag it yet boon 


tions are in progress for the 
engaging of an American fores- 
try export. Those thinga sro 
signs of the times,ia more 
seneos than one, We have 
repeatedly pointed ont that, both 
in cotton production and also 
in forestry, China atcod badly in 
need of having competent persona 
to tesch har the way. wherein she 
ahoald walk, This ia even more 
the case with the latter than 
with the former. Until lately it 
never seems to have dawned on 
the Chinese mind that there was 
any relationship batween tree 
growths and olimate,or that forert 
treea might be made to figure 
largely in the prevention of flnoda. 
‘Lrees bave been felled just when 
people happened to fancy 
that a foot or two of timber might 
come in handy and—woree still 
—it bas rarely occurred to ony- 
one to plant new cones, There 
haa been tho leas oxcuse for 
Ohins’s improvidence in thie 
respect since the porta were open- 
ed and since Great Britoin took 
possession of Hongkong; for 
the foreigners in this Colony and 
in the varioua concessions bave 
shown her the practical and 
the artistic value of a plonti- 
fal sapply of trees. Hongkong 
itself is constant source 
of wonderment to Chinese visitors 
in this respect, ond it ia good to 
know that at Inet it haa occorred 
to their Government to fullow a 
proper example. 


Tho American in China. 

At the aome time, the choice of 
Americans for this export work 
may not be entirely to China’a 
betterment. In the care of cotton- 
growing, on the face of i’, the 
United States ouz ht to be able to 
supply a better man than e.g. the 
British ; though we are not going 
to concede that the same applies 
where afforestationand wood lore 
in genorsl sre concerned, _ Indi- 
vidoel merits are, however, a 
little beside the point in thie 
cage. OCbina has surely learned— 
or at least shoald have learned — 
that American basinees metbode 
are ag much too go-ahead for her 
welfareas theold-fashioned British 
methods were too slow. Britain 
can burry ap, and has done go; bat 
America cannot slow down. But 
of course ths reproach is rather 
againet as than against China. 
Onr British firms know, or onght 
to know, that America never loses 
an opportanity, of pushing her 
owncommercisl interests, [four 
own people do not chaose to take 
a hint from their more business. 
like competitors, no one will 
sympathise with them when they 
ace thamaelves rqueesed out of a 
valuable market.

King Conetantine bas accepted ite 
resignation. “Che figures in our 
wire of yeaterday relating to the 
vote of confidence passed by 
the Greok Chamber should have 
given our readers s hint that 
this upsetting of arrangements 
was, if not imminent, at 
least more than probsble; for 
142 votes ty 102 leaves all too 
barrow & majority on so important 
a matter as a people's trust in ite 
Government. But the Greuke can 
do better than that ;and the King, 
however privately pro-Germon 
he may be, will probably have no 
choice bot to ask M. Venizelos 
once more to summon a Cabinet— 
in which the anti-war party will 
not get much show. The more 
sober-minded among the mem bers 
of the Chamber were of courae, 
jastified ia demanding that their 
country shall not be needlessly 
plunged into war ; but they woald 
also do well to look at both sides 
of the matter, It is not the 
Oabinet but the Germans, sod 
potentially the Bulgarisns, 
who are seoking to do 
the plonging, and it is 
Greece’s buainesa to seo that her 
forcea are ready at noad to check 
the aforesaid Bulgarians, since 
their apparent readiness to “ come 
in” springa less from animosity 
egainst the Allies than from 
jeslousy of Greece herself. 
Meanwhile it ia noticesble that 
Roumania is slmoat as definite 
and as frank in her plans os 
Greece and Balgaria respectively, 
sre the reverae. 
Russia's Double Offensive. 

Yesterday much of the interest 
in Balkan affairs was oawemped 
by the amaziny newa that Ltacsia 
—haratred, fugitive, crippled 
Rassisg—bad asramed the cffen- 
tive, not only in the V.Ina district 
against General von Hindenburg, 
bat aleo farther ro th, below Riga, 
In both casea the enemy lot 
avveral positions and the fighting 
is evidently still very much in 
full fing, Another point of more 
than common interest in the over- 
aight Petrograd communique is 
the brief sllagion to the sitaarion 
below the Caucasus, Tho opera- 
tions here are indeed slow, sod 
there is no apparent explanation 
of the slowness thereof: Six 
weeks ago the Raapians were 
battering the Tarks somewhere 
south-east of Erzeroum, and, bat 
for the fact that the battering bas 
shifted a littl farther west- 
wards, there crema to he no 
change in the position of affairs.

Cotton on hond 
Jaly 31 in consuming establish- 
menta was 1,401,484 bales of 
lint and 192,863 of linters, 
ageinst 905, 762 ond 84,218 last 
Fear, and in public storage and 
at compressee 1,784,812 bales of 
lint and 89,401 of lintera, against:

ECONOMY A DUTY. 


—_— 

The Speaker on Payment. of: 

Members. 

Mr. Jas W. Lowther, Speoker 
of the House of Commons, deliver-. 
ed on Anguet 27 ‘an address at 
Penrith on thrift in war time toa 
crowded gathericg. The meeting 
was held under the auspices of 
the Penrith branch of Parlismen- 
tary War Sarings Committee. 

Mr, Lowther firat dealt with the 

“war, aod gave & general survey of 
‘the position in which we found 
ourselves in tho West of Europe. 
It looked very much os if we bad 
come to satendstill, So far ass 
layman could judge it appeared 
extremely difficult for our troops 
to foros the Germen line, and he 
was quite.certsin it would be im- 


poasible for the Germana to force P 


oure, ond in the Dardanelles it 
appeared ns if we were reaching, 
though we bad not quite reached, 
very much the same point, 
Modern armamente gave to smal! 
forceatremendous defensive power 


and when to that was added’ 


difficnlt coantry it was difficalt 
for an-enemy to advance against 
8 well entrenched foo, exoapt at 
an enormous eaorifice of life, It 
appeared, therefore, that we were 
. in for a war of attrition in which 
one side would have to wear the 
ather down; He did not think 
we need be. afraid of such a war, 
bata gigantic war lika the pre- 
sent cost an enormous sum of 
money, and we must prepore 
against that by husbanding cur 
regourcer. 
Increase of Taxation, 
Exponditoro whiob in pesce 
times amounted to half million 
a day had now roached four mil- 
lione a day, and the question was 
how to finance the State over an 
oxtonded period.. Money did not 
drop hike the gentle rain from 
Beaven, How were we to supply 
the State with the hundreds of 
millions which would be required 
to oorry the war to s successful 
termination? There wero only 
threa weys of doing it. First, by 
gift; second, by taxation; aod 
another b; loans. A predecessor of 
hia who was alaoeposker of tha 
House of Commons, proposed in 
Pitts time that the nation should 
partly finsncs the great war then 
proceeding by makinga voluntary 
gift, and two millions were raised 
in a short time, snd that would 
be worth five or six millions now, 
Ho waa not going to suggest that 
the Speaker of the present dey 
should make a similar suggestion, 
because he doubted whether it 
would be warmly received, and 
people throvgh the Prince of 
‘Wales’ and other funds had aJready 
largely and generously subscribed 
to the war. The next method 
was by taxation, and, although 
he was rot in 
Cabinet secret, he took it 
that when Parliament met they 
‘would have further taxation ime 
posed by Budget. Bat many taxea 
wera inelastic, and the only resalt 
of imposing a tax on, say, tobacco 
would be to reduce the consamp- 
tion and add nothing more to the 
tévenue. Ltmightbe they would 
havo to meet-6 farther increase 
of indirect taxation, or it might 
be an incréste in direct texetion; 
but they ware certain to have it, 
Somo poople ssid that many 
people were making largo-profits 
ont of the war, and they ought to 
be madeto psy. He quite agreed, 
but the only diffoulty was how 
to getatthem. | 
. MP.’s Salaries 
The remuining method was by 
_ loon, aud to meet loans and help 
- thaStste thoy ehould economize. 
He would Jay down three simple 
propositions ; First, they muaet gat 
fall value for everything they 
-purobaead; secondly, they must 
knook off {uxuriea; and third, see 
thoro was no wante..

What I suggest: is that an 
arrangement might very easily 
be made whereby those members 
who coald. not do their duty wth- 
out remuneration shonld be called 
apon to make a declaration to 
that effest, and in that case their 
aajaries ahould be paid, but thera 
are vast nombera of. members 
who can very well afford to do 
without that ealary. I am glad 
to think the Retrenchment Com- 
mittee whichis nowsisting has gat 
this matter before it, and I do 
think that for the aaka of the ex- 
ample set to the country that 
some change may be madein the 
system of payment of members.” 

Auother matter js the great 
nomber of useless officials 
appointed. (Applause.) Daring 
the piping times of peace they 
might be justified in appointing 
great inspectors, but in time of 
war it ia imperative that economies 
should be mate in this reapect. 
In the small department of the 
House of Commons for which I 
am ‘reaponsible four men in one 
eub-department are doing the 
work originslly done by seven, |:
